NCOURAGED by the previous week’s recovery in the fat cattle trade which 
had been sinking lower and lower for the last few months, producers rushed 
as many beasts as possible to the markets last week. Consequently, entries 


were up almost everywhere. And at the beginning of the week, prices also rose again, 


in some places by as much as 13s. 


This virtual gold rush was bound to come to a 


halt fairly abruptly, and sure enough, on Thursday prices showed signs of easing, 
although the daily average for grade one steers and heifers was up by a shilling. By 
the end of the week, buyers had bought to capacity and the inevitable falls occurred. 


If cattle continue to flood the markets this 
week, it can be expected that prices will fall 
again. However, there is some consolation 
in that the cool weather may increase beef 
consumption. But as the guarantees have 
passed the top of their stabilizing limits total 
returns will tend to fall. It would appear 
therefore that, despite the possible drops in 
market prices, it may be a good time to 
sell now (see graph on page 12). 

Lambs continued to appear in ever increas- 
ing numbers. Many parts of the country 
which have been suffering from a prolonged 
drought have had difficulty in fattening lambs 
but the rain in the last few weeks has brought

on the grass and many of these lambs are 
now appearing in the ring. 

With the markets over-supplied, prices 
were bound to keep dropping and on Friday, 
the daily average for light lambs had fallen 
to 203d and heavy lambs to 173d. A large 
entry of 4,787 at Banbury on Thursday made 
193d ( (heavy) and 17 3d igh).

A Few Farms Still 
Make £200 an Acre 


WO Somerset farms have been sold 
by T. R. G. Laurence & Sons. The 
first, known as Knap Farm, Norton-Sub- 
Hamdon, 120 acres, was divided into 
several lots. The first three lots com- 
prised a good house, buildings including 
a cowshed for 48 and two blocks of chiefly 
pasture land covering almost 62 acres, 
and were sold to a local farmer for 
£11,100. Apart from one block of 74 
acres of pasture sold for £1,500, the 
remainder was unsold or sold privately.

Let us consider some of the points 


involved. Then we shall see that portfolios should contain a fair sprinkling of 
little ’uns as well as a hard core of big ’uns. 


First the case for the larger enterprises. 

Say those capitalized on the market from 
£5m to £100m or more. Free dealings in 
their shares should always be possible. 

This can be an important point when 
business conditions are poor and investors 
not keen to buy. 

When conditions are bad it is some- 
times difficult to deal in the shares of a 
small company. Sales forced on the 
market may have to be made at knock- 
down prices. 

That rarely happens with the big 
battalions. Furthermore, in a prolonged 
market setback prices of the leaders 
generally find a realistic support level. 
But it can happen that investors will fight 
shy of the lesser lights even when they 
become obviously undervalued by any 
normal yardsticks. 


Ridiculous basis 

I well remember occasions when shares 
of good class, but smaller, companies have 
sold for less than the cash assets attribut- 
able to them. Sanitas Trust was one of 
them. It was valued on quite a ridiculous 
basis a couple of years ago but few were 
keen to buy them at the time. Now 
they are more than four times as high in 
effect. 

Big companies are also favoured in 
times of uncertainty because they are 
better placed to obtain additional work- 
ing capital. 

Bankers are likely to be more co-opera- 


tive when dealing with the needs of the 
giants. Apart from which it is very much 
easier for a major company to get an issue 
underwritten and permanent capital 
raised. 

On balance, therefore, size is helpful in 
times of less favourable conditions such as 
those developing just now. 

Before it is concluded that everything 
works overwhelmingly in favour of the 
big "uns let us turn quickly to the other 
side of the picture. 


Out of Profits 


On the financing angle it doesn’t follow 
that all companies have to borrow, or raise 
money in the market, to grow. Some will 
have sufficient liquid resources already. 
And a larger number will be able to 
finance their expansion out of retained 
profits. 

Next, a plus point for the smaller com- 
pany is that it is easier to increase a share 
in the available market for goods from one 
to two per cent than from 10 to 20 per 
cent. 

Finally, to what I consider the real 
pull of the little ’uns. Because they lack 
size they often lack investment stature. 
In other words their profits and assets 
are often capitalized less highly in the 
market. 

Now, if you manage to pick the right 
one it will offer twofold scope for appre- 
ciation in the price of its shares. The

initial stimulus will be provided by profit 
and dividend growth. 

After that, and assuming the firm ex- 
pands to such’ an extent that it joins the 
ranks of the “big boys”, there will be 
willingness to buy the shares on a lower 
yield basis. 

Thus if an already large and highly 
rated concern doubles its profits and divi- 
dends over a period, in all probability its 
shares will continue to command the same 
rating and its shares will merely rise in 
line with those profits and dividends. 


Doubling Plus 

But where a_ lesser-known business 
makes that sort of progress there could 
be a doubling in price in line with profits, 
plus a further rise of up to as much again 
by way of investment re-rating 

That is to say its shares could be 
thought reasonable to yield 3j per cent 
instead of, sav, 74 per cent. Because it 
has become a big company and because 
its performance has been good. 

Here, then, is the main reason why 
every portfolio should include a sprinkling 
of smaller companies having good poten- 
tial. Do not expect miracles. There are 
thousands of lesser-knowns and only a 
small number will provide that excep- 
tional performance

THE EDITORS’ VIEWS 





More Than Yeomen 


HERE do we go from here? Many 
men, not only farmers, are asking 


not merely out to displace the merchant, or 
to snip pennies off his margins. They are 


themselves this question to-day. And 
none, it seems, can give the answer. Or per- 
haps it would be better to say that too many 
would-be counsellors are ready with too many 
incompatible answers. 

So what? Sturdy individualism, the “fight your 
own battles and devil take the hindmost” 
attitude is one of the most treasured charac- 
teristics of farming. But the problems that 
face us to-day are so immense that the indi- 
vidual is not enough. He can no longer pull 
himself out of the hole, even with the help of 
his own bootstraps. 

This situation has been gradually realized but, 
sixteen years after a war which brought official 
control and planning such as this country has 
never known before, there is still too much 
of that fatal tendency to shrug one’s shoulders 
and say “it’s up to them.” 

Fortunately, not everyone is so minded. These 
sixteen years have seen the resurgence of men 
who wish to have some hand in the shaping of 
their own future. Men who realize the chal- 
lenge of the future and who know that leaving 
things to “them ” is suicidal error. 


Work Together 


They know that sturdy individualism is not 
enough. To achieve their object they must 
find other like-minded men and work together. 
Size is wanted as well as drive. 

We can see examples of how successfully this hias 
worked, and is working, if we look around. One 
such is the growth of machinery syndicates. 
Already the facilities exist in 18 counties and 
the numbers of individual syndicates are in- 
creasing at the rate of two a week. 

The group buying system is growing daily. We 
doubt if anyone could give us any exact figures 
to show the size of this movement but there is 
no doubt of its rapidly increasing progress. 
And all this in addition to the well established 
and increasingly powerful co-operatives, 

And these, primarily commercial, movements are 


working in with traditional suppliers of goods 
and money to eliminate none office work 
and unnecessary journeys to the benefit of 
both. 

More important, they seek to make available 
time- and money-saving machinery and sup- 
plies beyond the reach of many individuals. 


Tightly Locked 


We see other patterns of development. Our 
poultry industry may not be “integrated” in 
the American sense but it has become a tightly 
locked and interdependent business in which 
hatcheryman, equipment maker, feed com- 
pounder and the man who keeps laying hens 
or table poultry are tightly bound together. 
The success of each depends vitally on the 
others. 

Poultry have led the way in this because the 
individual hen is cheap and multiplies itself at 
a greatrate. Already, however, a correspond- 
ing pattern is beginning to emerge for pigs and 
the more far-seeing are talking about it for 
cattle. 

The essence of this sort of thing is size. A 
man’s own bootstraps may not be enough, to- 
day, to pull him out of a hole dug by modern 
economics. But with his neighbours and their 
bootstraps too, all in the same hole, the answer 
is different. 

There are scoffers, who predict no good from 
such developments. There are those who 
stand aloof, still sturdily independent, or per- 
haps living in their fathers’ days. They are 
standing in their own light. 

The important thing is that, one way and 
another, farming is adapting itself to meet 
changing times. Men who live by the land 
are proving that they are more than yeomen, 
honoured th ough that title may be throughout 
British history. 

The future pioniises to be, as ever, full of prob- 
lems. But the spirit with which to solve them 
is there.

Better Than Expectations 


As if to make matters worse. 
yields are turning out better than ex- 
pectations It is now confidently 
expected that the original estimate of 
44m tons will be realized. And the 
end-June figure for the carry-over 
from last year’s crop is 80,000 tons 
For oats, by the way, the correspond- 
ing figure is 90,000 tons. In each case 
about double the carry-over 12 
months earlier. 

On the selling side, the usual reason 
for adding to the flood of offerings is 
need for cash, either to cut down an 
overdraft or to repay a merchant. And 
very understandable it is that a man 
objects to paying 8 per cent or more 
if he can get the cash. 





Not So Great 


On the other hand, not so many 
realize that each shilling off the price 
per cwt is over 5 per cent and, of 
course, there’s the 9d off the guaran- 
tced price to count as well. The 
saving in interest doesn’t look so great 
when these figures are brought in. 

A great many people in fact must 
be accepting an immediate drop of 15 
per cent or more to avoid paying out 
half that in interest charges over the 
next 12 months. To my mind that’s 
not business. 





Black Looks 


The worst part of the situation is 
that it is causing recriminations. The 
various interests concerned are casting 
black looks at each other and blaming 
inyone but themselves for the situa- 
tion. A great deal of goodwill has 
been built up in previous years, but 
much of it is now being dissipated. 

At any rate the barley flow is in full 
spate, to the satisfaction of no one 
ind the discontent of many. And the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer must 
take his share of the blame by increas- 
ing the pressure to sell as a result of 
his tightening-up measures. It’s not

The Letter 


IXTY wage councils, cover- 

ing over 34 million workers, 
have had a letter from the Ministry of 
Labour. The clear implication of it 
is: NO more rises until the pay pause 
is over. 

The Agricultural Wages Board, 
being an independent statutory body, 
does not receive directives or advice 
from Ministries, and therefore has not 
had this letter. But it will be well to 
the forefront of members’ minds when 
the Board meets on Sept. 18. That is 
the date when the farm workers’ claim 
for more money and fewer hours is 
due to be heard. 


Too Low, Too High 


Whatever happens to other wage 
claims, however, this one will go on. 
The N.U.A.W. have publicly said so. 
They have two main planks to their 
plateform. 

Already, they say, their wages are 
unreasonably below and their hours 
unreasonably higher than others. 

And in any talk about relating wages 
to output, the increased output by 
farm workers, says the N.U.A.W., far 
exceeds the worth of their wages. My 
guess is there will be no change in 
wages or hours—at least, not for the 
time being. 


Cheques Late 


OMPLAINTS have reached 

me about delays in pay- 

ment for wool this season. One man’s 
wool was delivered in late June, graded

This sort of thing is serious—and 
the Board is frank enough to admit 
that there have been teething troubles 
in adjusting the human elemen: to the 
new accounting machinery it has re- 
cently installed. 


Worked All Hours 


We all have trouble with mach- 
inery or those who operate it. It is 
not possible to avoid it. The Board’s 
staff, I am told, has worked all hours, 
including the whole of the Bank Holi- 
day to put matters right. And there 
are quite a lot of producers who have 
had their cheques more quickly this 
year than they did from their mer- 
chants previously, despite the teething 
troubles. 

The important thing in such matters 
is to keep producers informed—as I 
am now doing. 





Stamps for Boys

Lower Standards 

_ Mr. Soames said he realized that many 
felt that standards of living of producers 
on the Continent were lower than our 
own, and that present standards might not 
be maintained under a common policy. 
But lower standards of income among the 
“ Six” were first and foremost due to the 
fact that their average scale of business 
was lower than our own. 

“ Negotiations will be detailed and long 
drawn out,” warned Mr. Soames. “ While 
they aré going on we will be keeping in 
close touch with the leaders of the indus- 
try, and you may well see plenty of 
evidence as the months go on of the im- 
portance which the Government attaches 
to agriculture and the Commonwealth,

Nov., 1960, and April of this year 
were so low that £188,000 is due to be 
paid by Britain to Australian growers as 
deficiency payments under the meat agree- 
ment between the two countries. 

In this period the average price made 
by lamb “free-on-board” in Australia 
was 11.83d per lb. The meat agreement 
guarantees a price of 12.83d per Ib. 

So a deficiency payment of Id per lb 
is payable on the total of about 20,000 
tons exported to this country.

‘The public is demanding better meat 
all the time. And Suffolk butchers will 
have nothing but yard-fed cattle all the 
year round.” 

The F.M.C.’s wholesale price for the 
fore-end cuts from best-quality beef 
animals went to the rock-bottom price of 
6d a lb recently. Now, however, the 
price is 8d, but the butcher’s charge has 
not risen for these cuts. This, says Mr. 
Allen, was because demand was “ prac- 
tically nil.” 

In Mr. Allen’s view, butchers’ shop 
prices are fair, “‘ They only just broke 
even when they were paying £9 to 
£9 10s a cwt,” he insists. And now, 
although prices are down by £2 a cut, 
complete lack of demand for the poorer 
cuts is keeping up the price of choicer 
cuts to within 4d to 6d a lb of pre-slump 
prices. 

An F.M.C. spokesman in Norfolk con- 
firmed the difficulty of disposing of the 


cheaper cuts. “They have got to be 
given away at rock-bottom prices. We 
are selling to London butchers at 10d to 
Is a lb.” 

“ Quality is what the public wants. It 
has the money to pay for it. For good 
quality young beef we can charge an extra 
2d a lb—and there is not so much diffi 
culty with the cheaper cuts.” 


The Year Round 

This trend is directing more farmers’ 
eflorts into yard-fed and earlier-marketed 
beef. One Norfolk farmer has set out to 
produce 500 intensive-fed beeves a year; 
his first batch sent to Cawston were rated 
as “exceptional quality.” 

Many other farmers in East Anglia— 
either individually or in groups—are de- 
veloping similar enterprises. 

A feedingstuffs firm in Essex—the 
second to start such a scheme—is buy- 
ing and early-weaning Friesian steers 
which they will sell to farmers for fatten- 
ing and group marketing under the brand 
name of “ Bounty Baby Beef.”

Mechanical Dung Remover Cheap to 
Instal, and Reliable 


BY OUR NORTHERN CORRESPONDENT 


ARLY morning dung removal from the byre is probably the 


least attractive job on the dairy farm. 


Some farmers who 


have changed to loose housing have done so partly because 
of this time-consuming job. Yet it is not generally appreciated 
that mechanical muck removal is not only possible, but it is 
cheap to instal, cheap to run and very reliable. 


Messrs. A. & F. Bell-Moulang, of Blue 
Barns Farm, Hutton Rudby, near Yarm, 
in the North Riding of Yorkshire have had 
one of the Lysaght’s Cow Shed Cleaners in 
operation for two years and without one 
pennyworth of maintenance costs, It is 
30 simple as to be almost absurd 

In the 20 stall double byre an endless

chain travels around in the dung chan- 
nels and finally up an outdoor elevator 
from which the manure is dropped into 
the manure-stead. 

At right angles to the chain are spaced 
scrapers about 18in apart. The scrapers 
extend to the full width of the channel. 
A 2 hp. electric motor operates the £300 
plant. 

First job in the morning on coming into 
the byre is to switch on the motor. As 
the scrapers are moving, the cowman 
walks around and pulls any dung and 
soiled straw from the standings into the 
channel with a long-handled scraper. With- 
in seven minutes the byre is cleaned. 


Quick Cleaning 

And this in a heavily cake-fed herd 
with an abundance of straw bedding. The 
few minutes which is needed for the 
cowman to pull the small amount of 
dung into the channel is his only cleaning 
labour. And this is but a fraction of the 
time spent (or which should be spent!) in 
cleaning the modern parlour with its 
maze of tubular fittings and flap doors. 

But the labour saving is not the only 
advantage. Mr. Bell-Moulang dislikes 
opening the byre doors early in the 
morning in a cold northern winter. He 
savs that the sudden fall in temperature 
from a cold wind through the byre,

coupled with the noise and disturbance 
of a tractor trailer being reversed behind 
the cows is bad for milk yields in high- 
yielding cows. 

Contrast this with the mechanical 
cleaner which is silent and the fact that 
the byre doors need never be opened 
whilst the cleaner is working. 

Other features of the Blue Barns man- 
agement of the Jersey herd is that May 
and June grass provide maintenance and 
3 gallons, July grass maintenance and 2 
gallons and August grass maintenance 
and | gallon. 

Winter feeding is based solely upon 
hay and concentrates. Hay provides 
maintenance only and every gallon is 


produced from 3}4lb of B.O.C.M. Cream 
Label concentrates. Mr. Bell-Moulang 
does not believe in trying to squeeze milk 
out of what is essentially a maintenance 
ration 

The Yarm herd of Jerseys certainly 
respond to this rational treatment. Last 
year the cow average with twice daily 
milking, was 997 gallons with a butter-fat 
of 5.6 per cent and a calving index of 
383 days 

This year there are all the signs that the 
average cow yield will be nearer to 1,100 
gallons. First calving usually takes place 
at 24 to 27 months and his best cow 
yielded 1,350 gallons with 5.65 per cent 
butter-fat

MICHAEL PETERS Describes Grain Silos @& 


And Drier Built For Under £700 


RAIN silos with a combined capacity of 500 tons and a one-man operate 
grain drying system for well under £700 is the impressive feat which 
has been achieved by a young Kent farmer, Mr. R. Smith, of Greenway 

Court Farm, Hollingbourne, Maidstone. The system was completely installed 
by farm labour and was built to handle 340 acres of barley. It gives a clear indi- 
cation of the vigour with which Mr. Smith sets about his farming programme. 
The layout is installed inside an old 
lithe barn, measuring 10yd x 40yd. 
The first operation at the beginning of 
the three month development schedule 
was to clear the floor and build a ramp at 
one end of the barn to facilitate trailer 


tipping. The labour force of three com 
pleted the whole operation inside the set 
time. 

A Kennedy & Kemp grain cleaner and 
drier was bought second-hand and in-

stalled on a concrete base. The concrete 
for both ramp and base was delivered to 
the farm in ready-mixed form by bulk 
tankers. 

The whole set-up is geared to cope with 
the throughput of a contractor’s Allis- 
Chalmers gleaner combine. Grain 
brought from the fields by a converted 
lorry which is tractor drawn. The 
hydraulic tipping system is still intact and 
connects to the tractor in the normal 
manner. 

From the trailer, the grain is unloaded 
into a 34 ton capacity hopper. This was 
made by Mr. Smith and comprises 
wooden framework lined with Sisalkraft 
paper—a tough tarred paper which is 
claimed to be ratproof and waterproof. 

A small electrically driven auger with 
2 throughput of 4 tons per hour carries 
the grain from this hopper into a 10-ton 
capacity container which feeds directly 
into the grain drier 


Overflow Silo 

If this container becomes over full, then 

secondary silo made from Sisaikraft 
ised. The outer structure of this one is 
nade from wire mesh. 

For filling, the auger is hoisted up on a 
pulley and the spout directed into the 
appropriate container. 

Mr. Smith is confident that the paper 
will last for two years provided he rolls it 
up carefully at the end of the season. The 
ungalvanized wire mesh should last much 
longer as he proposes to spray it with 
paint during the winter months.

tons each will form the remainder of the 
storage space. These also are made from 
wire mesh and Sisalkraft paper. 

Wet grain from the main wooden con- 
tainer flows directly into an air stream 
provided by the drier fan. This is driven 
by a flat belt and pulley from an old 
Diesel-engined Ferguson 20 tractor. 

This air blast blows the grain into the 
cleaner, through the drier and then into a 
second air stream and out and along a 6in 
diameter pipe to the storage silos. 

When grain is being dried the through- 
put is in the region of one ton an hour, 
reducing the moisture content by 6 per 
cent. As the majority of the grain has 
been coming in from the fields at 14} to 
154 per cent moisture content, the drier 
has not been on for any great length of 
time. When only using the cleaning 
section of the drier, the throughput in- 
creases to about 3-4 tons an hour 


Push-fit Pipes 
The 6in diameter “ push-fit” pipes are 
built in 4ft sections, so it is simple to make 
1 break in the pipe and put a side bend 
in to fill any of the silos in the building. 
The whole set-up is supported by ropes 
from the barn beams and measures about 
120ft, including an elevation of 15ft 
Cracked grain is a common failing of 
many pneumatically operated systems 
where farmers incorporate too many 
bends in the pipes. In this set-up there 
are only two bends in the pipe, one from 
the elevation angle and 
the other from the side 
bend, therefore there is 
no cracked grain in any 
of the samples. 
When bagging off from 
the silo, a hole is punched 
in the Sisalkraft paper be- 
tween the squares of wire 
mesh. A rubber spout is 
pushed in the hole and 
the grain flows freely into 
a sack, which is held in 
position by a farm- 
designed sack _ holder. 
This method enables the 
silos to be emptied nearly 
down to the bottom. 


Into Silo 

The remainder is emp- 
tied by lowering the elec- 
trically driven auger down 
into the silo. The grain 
is then passed into a 
steel bagging-off unit and 
then into the bags.

A shut- 
off device directs the flow of potatoes into 
alternate sacks. 

The unit is driven by a Lister 14 h.p.

Society of Scotland has sent a questionnaire to all the regular live stock and 
trade exhibitors listing five alternative sets of dates, two for four days, including 
a Saturday, the others suggesting three days starting on either Tuesday, Wed- 


nesday or Thursday. 

The Society’s secretary, Mr. R. M. 
Lemmon, told FARMER & STOCK-BREEDER 
last week: “I think the balance of opinion 
will be in favour of a three-day show, 
although there may be factors of which we 
are unaware—so we thought it fairest to 
ask stock and trade exhibitors to give their 
impressions.” 

The questionnaire says: “For many 
years the Royal Highland Show has ex- 
tended over four days, from Tuesday till 
Friday, but latterly it has become in- 
creasingly obvious that much of the ‘life’ 
has gone out of the show by the fourth 
day.” 


Majority Opinion 

So it was decided to enlist the aid of the 
regular exhibitors in order that the 
Society “could give due weight to the 
opinion expressed by the majority.” 

It is pointed out, in addition, that trans- 
port of stock and trade exhibits next year 
—although it might be at the week-end if 
the show’s last day was Saturday—to the 
Royal Show would only involve a distance 
of about 100 miles to Newcastle. 

The Society asks that exhibitors “ will 
take a broad and unselfish attitude in this 
matter of show dates.” 

Mr. Lemmon, explaining the move, 
said: “A three-day show going full 
blast for the whole time ts better than 
the same show spread over four days, 
with the fourth day at half-cock.” 
Friday was quiet for the Society. The 

attendance was low and_ unprofitable, 
while the overheads were the same as on 
the other days. Stand holders and 
caterers also suffered from the same prob- 
lem, said Mr, Lemmon.

Barley Prices Must Depend on 
Weight of Offerings 


The indicated value 


put out by the Working Party on Feeding Barley is again unchanged at 
18s 3d per cwt this week, but much is changing hands at lower figures, 
and a special meeting of the Working Party was held on Thursday. 


B ARLEY prices are causing concern in many quarters. 


After this meeting the chairman was 
authorized to issue the following state- 
ment : — 

‘The Working Party wishes to make it 
clear that the figure issued of 18s 3d per 
cwt ex farm is an indicated value up to 
which home-grown barley, if taken 
direct from the farm to the port, is com- 
petitive with barley imported at a price 
which may reasonably be expected. 

“This figure takes into account the 
normal merchant’s margin and an average 
haulage and handling cost, and it assumes 
fair average quality with a standard 
moisture content of 16 per cent. 

“The Working Party wishes to point 
out that the indicated value is issued as 
a guide and as market intelligence for all 
those engaged in barley marketing. The 
fact remains that supply and demand must 
regulate the position. 

“If the available supplies over the 
harvest period exceed normal short-term 
requirements, it may be that those who 
take up barley to relieve pressure may 
incur extra handling and storage charges, 
and other costs which may be reflected

Fewer Eire Cattle 


Barley Acreage Shows a 
Big Increase 


DECREASE in overall cattle numbers 

and a standstill in the dairy herd are 
shown in the official estimates in Eire, 
based on June 1 returns. The decline in 
cattle stocks is slight at 0.4 per cent, with 
the total now at 4,723,000 head. 

A 13 per cent increase in pig numbers 
brings the stock to 1,074,000. Mature 
turkeys are up 2.9 per cent at 109,000, 
with younger birds up 1.7 per cent at 
887,000. 

Cropping shows a big rise in barley 
acreages with malting barley at 123,000 
acres or an increase of 3.6 per cent and 
other barley up 16 per cent to 244,000 
acres.

Ulster Barley Record 


Acreage Doubled For Second 
Year in Succession 


LSTER’S barley acreage has approxi- 

mately doubled for the second year 
in succession. The Northern Ireland 
Ministry’s June farm census shows that 
barley has reached a record of 110,000 
acres—compared with 59,000 acres last 
year. 

Barley now accounts for 20 per cent of 
all grain grown in the Province, against 
only 2 per cent five years ago. 

This increase has compensated for 
reduction of about 29,000 acres in oats (to 
173,000 acres) and 14,000 acres in 
potatoes (to 53,000 acres). 

Following on the larger increase in tll- 
age last year, this appears to have 
reversed the long declining trend in 
cropping since the war. 

Live stock figures show increase—cattle 
at 1,064,000 head are up 65,000 on last 
year, sheep at 1,168,000 up 69,000 and 
pigs at 1,067,000 head up by 82,000. 


WORLD CORN RECORD 


The world corn crop in 1960 was an 
all-time record at 8,200m bushels. The 
U.S.A. accounted for more than half with 
4,648m bushels. And this year’s wheat 
crop is expected to be above average as 
well, in spite of drought in North 
America. Russia hopes to follow 1960’s 
record crop with another good one this 
eason. Global production of butter and 
cheese also increased last year—butter by 
4 per cent and cheese by 5 per cent.

Care with Chemicals 
Hints on Storage and 
Disposal of Poisons 


ARTLY used containers of poisonous 

chemicals can be dangerous to people, 
live stock, domestic fowls and wild life 
unless they are properly stored or disposed 
of safely, points out a memorandum from 
the Ministry of Agriculture. 

Where it is not intended to keep the 
chemical left in the container for use in 
another season it should be emptied into 
a hole dug in the ground where it is not 
likely to be disturbed and where there 
is no danger of contaminating water sup- 
plies. The container should be washed 
out carefully and the rinsings emptied 
into the hole before filling it in. The 
washed out containers should then be 
either returned to the supplier, if thi 
can be done; burned, if possible; or punc- 
tured and buried in a safe place.

Of those who bought tinned cream, 73 
per cent had last used it with tinned 
fruit and only six per cent with fresh 
fruit. Fresh cream was used with tinned 
fruit by 56 per cent of those who bought 
it—13 per cent used it with fresh fruit. 

Since the survey was taken in February 
and March, it can be assumed that at the 
height of the soft fruit season consump- 
tion of fresh cream would be considerably 
higher. 

The survey points out that only 16 
per cent of the housewives were able to 
get fresh cream from their roundsman 
on demand. Orders had to be given 
one day in advance for 69 per cent and 
several days in advance for 15 per cent. 


One in five of those who bought fresh 
cream had never bought it from the 
roundsman—only 36 per cent had at any 
time been asked by him if they required 
any fresh cream.

“It is in no sense a rival concern, 
neither is it a splinter group. Almost 
all the members of the Oven-Read\ 
Turkey Producers’ Association are 
members of the B.T.F., and _ the 
Management Committee of the B.T.F 
welcome its formation as a natural de- 
velopment in a virile and expanding 
industry. 

The B.T.F., consisting as it does of 
every facet of the industry, breeders, 
growers, feed manufacturers, whole- 
salers, retailers, and ancillary trades of 
many descriptions, is not in a position, 
and indeed, it was never intended that 
it should be in a position, to raise and 
spend such a large sum on direct adver- 
tising.” 

To Mr. Lintern’s remarks we would 
only add that both organizations have an 
enormous task ahead in increasing all-the- 
year-round turkey sales. Their task will 
not be made easier by talk of splits and 
splinter-groups.

Appetites ARE Influenced 
by Meat Prices 


R. H. K. STROUDE (Aug. 8, p. 73) on the organization of a meat 
marketing board—as opposed to a commodity commission—surely either 
assumes a right for U.K. farmers to control the marketing of a com- 

modity of which about 1} million tons are imported annually, or presumes that 
statutory marketing of home production alone would not be to the ultimate 


advantage of the imported meat trade. 


Moreover he contends that “appetites 
are not governed by prices”; but con- 
sumer demand for meat, relative to other 
foodstuffs, must surely be influenced by 
its price? 

I suspect most people would be glad 
to buy meat more often if it were 
cheaper and I know I would welcome 
a week-end joint of beef being bigger 
as a result of the price per lb being 
reduced. 

Certainly it can be said that the averag- 
ing price policy of butchers still continues, 
iulthough discredited on the ground that 
it unnecessarily accentuates weak producer 
prices and therefore aggravates the cost 
of make-up by deficiency payments; but 
does this really mean that part of such 
high deficiency payment “is going eventu- 
ally into pockets for which it is not in- 
tended ”? 


Neither More Nor Less 

The butcher—buying and selling in 
open and competitive markets—may be 
making rather more profit (at the expense 
of the consumer as taxpayer) than he does 
when supplies are short, but the farmer 
is surely getting neither more nor less than 
the average guaranteed price as such? 

I would question, therefore, Mr. 
Stroude’s view that trying to fit demand 
to supply by price alteration is “bad” 
marketing and that good “ marketing” is 
the fitting of supply to demand at a 
remunerative price. There would seem 
to be scope for both. 

That much-loved phrase “orderly mar- 
keting” begins, of course, with disciplined 
production, but even this can be upset in 
any season by such factors as weather, 

So there is a place also for controlling 


consumer demand by price and for 
stimulating demand when necessary by 
active sales promotion. 

The danger is that deficiency payments 
should shield primary producers too well 
or too long from the need to face and 
ultimately overcome such problems affect- 
ing their vital interests.

I have a 14-acre park on my 
farm and this has never been ploughed up 
within living memory. Since I started 
farming it in 1927 I have fertilized it with 
Scwt best slag to the acre every five years 
and 3cwt to the acre complete fertilizer 
every other year. 

I have a herd of 20 Blue-Greys and 
Herefords running with a Hereford bull 
there now and they are a picture of con- 
dition, as all cattle seem to be when feed- 
ing there. 

I have never used slurry, so cannot 
speak of any result from that, but I cer- 
tainly believe that instead of ploughing- 
up a much better way to deal with an old 
pasture is (in most cases) to fertilize and 
frequently chain-harrow to spread the 
droppings

The Potato Board relates the drop in acreage started this year, first, 


to the bad harvest of 1960 deterring growers from making arrangements for 
planting in 1961 and, secondly, the bad planting conditions of 1961. 


Growers have never been deterred from 
either planting or thoughts of planting if 
there were reasonable market prospects. 
I would remind readers there were over 
a million acres of potatoes planted in 1947 
when the spring was infinitely worse than 
this year 
What then is the reason for this very 

considerable drop in acreage? I would 
say lack of confidence in the potato 
trade generally, and in the Potato Board 
in particular, and amounts to a vote of 
no confidence in the Board. 

Last autumn we were told repeatedly 
to plant less of early and second early 
varieties, and the direction was enforced 
by a cut of 10 per cent in the 1961 acreage

Ne infrequently a shortage of grazing develops some time in June, July 


drought. The use of special purpose seeds mixtures for grazing, while it 
does something to reduce the likelihood of such a shortage developing, cannot 
always entirely prevent it. A supplementary source of fresh green fodder would 
be of great value and is, in fact, easily provided by the use of either marrowstem 


or thousand-headed kale for summer use. 


It has been established, especially for 
Brussels sprouts, that flowering occurs 
only after the plants have been chilled, 
as*they normally are by exposure to a 
winter’s cold, but they have a juvenile 


| 
| 


stage of development during which they | 


are not susceptible to this chilling effect, 
with the consequence that small seedlings 
can be brought through the winter to con- 
tinue their vegetative growth throughout 
the following growing season. 

In 1960 we made sowings at approxi- 
mately weekly intervals from August 5 to 
September 8 of two spring cabbage 
varieties, three red cabbage varieties, three 
cattle cabbage varieties, two marrowstem 
kale samples, three thousand-headed kale 
samples (one a very leafy Canson type), 
one cottager’s kale, two white sprouting 
broccoli, two purple sprouting broccoli 
and seven heading broccoli. 


Stood Over Winter 

The seedlings resulting from these sow- 
ings all stood in the seed bed over the 
winter and early in March, 1961, all the 
bolters in the seed bed were recorded and 
non-bolters planted out during that month, 
those from the first three sowings on 
March 7 and the remainder on March 16. 


Planting distances differed for the 
different types, being what we judged 
appropriate in each case. The inter-row 
distance was in all cases 27in and the 
inter-plant distances 15in for the marrow- 
stem, 20in for the thousand-headed kale 
and 27in for all the other types. 

Generally, large plants in the seed bed 
were more likely to flower than were 
small, so that in discarding bolters we 
were generally discarding the larger seed- 
lings. Nevertheless with the kales, especi- 
ally the cottager’s and marrowstem types, 
many of the plants from the first and 
second sowings which were planted out 
were too tall for easy transplanting. Plants 
from the two latest sowings, on the other 
hand, were rather small at transplanting 
time and a delay beyond March in plant- 
ing out would have given larger trans- 
plants, easier to handle, and probably 
have allowed us to detect more bolters. in 
the seed bed, with a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the incidence of bolting after 
planting out. 

Even so, bolting after transplanting was 
low in its incidence for the marrowstem 
and thousand-headed kales, the white 
sprouting broccoli and for several head- 
ing broccoli varieties in the plants from 
the three latest sowings and with 2 few 
types in plants from earlier sowings also. 

The cottager’s kale, if only because of 


its proneness to bolt both before and after 
planting out, does not merit much agri- 
cultural consideration. The other kales all 
grew well and by early June gave a com- 
plete ground cover. 


What Dropped 

Rainfall figures for April, May and 
June, 1961, in Cheshire were 2.46, 2.54 
and 1.57in respectively, and by June 30 
the water deficit (the difference between 
potential transpiration and _ rainfall), 
approached 24in. There had been little 
growth of grass aftermath and there was 
little fresh growth in many pastures, and 
although it had not been our original in- 
tention to do so, we decided to sample 
some of these brassicae so as [tO assess 
their value as supplementary summer 
fodder when grown from overwintered 
seedlings. 

Sample lengths of row of plants from 
the fourth sowing (August 25) were there- 
fore harvested on July 3 and the results 
obtained are given below in terms of 
hundredweights of fresh material per acre 
—with for comparison corres i 
figures for spring sown thousand-head 
and marrowstem kales sown on April Sth 
(i.e. some weeks earlier than normal for 
the district) and singled to 12 and Ilin 
respectively,

The total fresh weight yield data are, 
of course, affected by the plant spacing. 
The palatability of the main stem of 
marrowstem kale, course, greatly 
exceeds that of some of the other types. 

Of all the varieties sown and trans- 
planted, none equalled (although some 
approached) the agricultural kales in 
yield of green material: the marrowstem 

and thousand-headed types yielded 19 

and 174 tons of green material per acre 

respectively.

O seaboard is a herd which aver- 
ages 4 gallons per cow per day 
all the year round, with over 200 in- 
milk. It is stockmanship, above all else, 
which has made this achievement by 
the famous Arradoul herd possible. 


The herd was founded 
in 1927 by the late Mr. 
R. G. Young, mainly 
with pedigree British 
Friesians which — were 
bought in on the open 
market. Subsequently it 
has become the _all- 
absorbing interest of his 
three sons, George, 
Jimmy and Gordon. Over 
the years the herd has 
been improved by careful 
breeding appraisal and 
the selection: of _ bulls 
which have “nicked.” 


The farms, which all 
adjoin, are arable, the 
plough going round every 
three years. Great store is placed on the 
feeding value of clean oat straw. 

Of the total 230 cows all but nine have 
been home-bred. 

Perhaps it is a Hunday female which 
will have the most influence in future on 
the Arradoul herd. Hunday Envy Me 
ilth commanded 480 guineas as an in-calf 
heifer when she joined the herd in 1955; 
she was sired by Hunday Adema 88. Her 
first calf, a bull, is now the senior stock 
bull—Arradoul Equal by Hunday Equal. 


Records 

Hunday Envy Me 11th herself is now 
on her sixth lactation; three times she 
has achieved well over 20,000lb (with 
23,971lb at 3.47 per cent bf. with her 
fourth) and on her last test at 77 days 
she had produced 1,080Ib and was still 
giving almost eight gallons daily. 

The Arradoul cattle are certainly hard 
wearing. One old non-pedigree cow, 
Gwen, has just been pensioned off hav- 
ing completed 13 lactations, another, 
Margaret, has given 22,996lb of milk with 
854lb of fat with her eighth calf and is 
still giving 3 gallons a day within a month

of calving. Over a quarter of all the 
cows have completed between five and 1) 
lactations and no fewer than 12 out of 60 
at Auchentae alone have achieved 2,000 
gallons repeatedly. 

Twice-a-day milking is the general 
practice at the farms. Heifers calve down 
at 24 years and invariably the calving in- 
dex thereafter is under 13 months. Al- 
though six byremen are employed the 
Youngs personally assist with the milking, 
at 4.45 a.m. and 3.30 p.m. 

The feeding op arage— has been 
virtually unchanged for 40 years. Bulk 
foods are as carefully rationed as the con- 
centrates. 

The winter ration consists of 6lb good 


quality hay, 14lb draff, 60lb swedes, and 
straw to appetite to produce M+1. Sil- 
cocks Dairy Nuts are then fed at 4Ib to 
a gallon strictly according to yield. A 
recent costing shows that milk is being 
produced at a food cost of 1s 3d a gallon 
in winter. 


Off Grass 


In the summer flush period of about 
six weeks, four gallons is taken off grass, 
with concentrates above that figure. Oat 
straw is often fed on grass—particularly 
when the cows are freshly turned out— 
and is readily accepted. The production 
ration is given in three feeds and never 
immediately prior to milking; this reduces 
agitation in the byre and milk is let dowu 
more quickly. 

Needless to say achievements such as 
these from hard-working cattle are not 
accidental. The Youngs have always pur 
sued a policy of rigorous culling if beasts 
failed either on performance or conforma- 
tion. Only recently a stock bull, Arradoul 
Dienbertus, was slaughtered because he 
did not come up to scratch on conforma- 
tion. 

The target at Arradoul is a 1,500 gallon 
average at around 3.8 per cent butter-fat 
on twice-a-day milking; this is indeed a 
formidable task with such a large herd 
but great progress is being made. Good 
stockmen as they are, even the Youngs 
would not hazard a guess as to when their 
goal will be reached. Performance of the

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What’s the weather going to do? Had we better get the hay in? Will Jim finish the 
ploughing before it teems with rain? George Henderson claims that the records he keeps 
help him to anticipate what's coming.

forecast there would seem to be no need to be a good judge of the weather. 


W HEN a farmer can telephone the nearest meteorological office for the latest 


But day-to-day conditions are only important for doing immediate work; 
such as whether one should drill corn at once or let the land dry for a few 
hours. It is in planning a farming system to fit climatic conditions that the 


knowledgeable farmer is likely to 
score. 
For 40 years I have recorded local 


weather conditions in my diary. With a | 


simple code of letters it takes only a few 
seconds a day, but the information can be 


| 
| 


turned to good use over the years. Not | 


for the fact that it was wet or dry, hot or 
cold, on any particular day, but the part 
it can play in a sequence or frequency of 
any particular type of weather. 


First Indication 


of a Change 


My records confirm that when it has 
been wet for a long time the chance of 
a dry day declines, and when it has been 
dry for a long time little rain can be ex- 
pected at the first indication of a change. 
The only exception being when a drought 
is broken by thunderstorms. 

The success of aerial irrigation in recent 
years indicates that we do not get as 
much rain as we would like, and therefore 
where it is not practicable to install such a 
system, the conservation of moisture by 
skilful cultivation to use what rainfall 
there is will go a long way towards getting 
the maximum crop. 

Mangolds, for example, transpire a 
great deal more moisture than falls as rain 
during the growing period. Cross plough- 
ing in the spring can lose more moisture 
than normally falls in February and 
March. But if the land is ploughed in 
autumn, cultivated in mid-February, mid- 
March and mid-April, and drilled about 
the 21st of the last month, a sequence of 
weather has been utilized which has 
occurred 37 times out of the last 40. 


Flying Start 
for Plants 


There has been rain to soak into, and 
be held by, the ground after each culti- 
vation and after the seed is planted. And 
in seven out of ten years there will be a 
little more rain as the plants come through 
about May 10 to give them a flying start. 

In drilling spring corn, a preliminary 
stirring of the soil in mid-February will 
give a better seed bed for drilling in mid- 
March, than by rushing on and putting it 
in at the first opportunity. A farmer’s

patience will be rewarded by a better 
crop by the later sowing. Only in five 
times out of 40 would seeding be delayed 
until April. 

With winter corn the conservation of 
moisture does not arise, although it will 
pay to delay sowing if the land is very 


| dry. October is a notorious month for 


being too wet or too dry, bur in 40 out of 
40 years it has been stormy and wet in weeps records 
= last few days; therefore, wheat drilled 
te in the month will get a good start. 
Taking the year as a whole one can look that forecast 
for a little finer weather, and more work- 
ing days on the land, in the middle fort- the 
night of each month (about eight out of 
ten times) and more rain in the first and 
last weeks of each month, although this 
is not quite so certain, as there have been 
seven droughts of not less than 42 days’ 
duration in the period under review. 


No Scientific 


Explanation 
I know of no scientific explanation of 


the dry and wet sequence as months are 

a man-made division of time, and there is 

no connection with phases of the moon. 
As far as harvesting is concerned, 


prospects for getting hay in the first and 
last week in June without serious rainfall 
are only half as good as they are in the 


second and third weeks. In 36 out of 40 
times this has been confirmed. 

The first half of August has almost 
invariably been drier than the second half; 


indicating one should plan to drill early 
for an early harvest, or delay drilling to 
harvest in September, which for the first 
half is mainly warm and sunny—17 times 
out of 20—although the days may be 
shortened by early morning mist. 


These observations have been made on 


a farm situated roughly in the centre of 
England, confirming that our weather is 
far more consistent than one would 
assume from casual observation. 


I have been concerned with days fit to 
work upon the land rather than measur- 
able rainfall. Sequence of weather is of 
greater importance. Our wettest and 
driest years were both good farming years, 
all because it was possible to anticipate 
what was coming.

HERE’S nomoney in pigs. What- 
ever you do, keep Charles away 
from them.” That was the warn- 
ing given to the bride of Charles 
Nathaniel Flack just before their 


marriage. The pessimist was Mr. Flack’s 
father, and just how wrong he was is 
proved by the fact that his son, Charles, 
isnowone of Britain’s top pedigree Large 
White breeders—with more than 1,000 
show awards to his credit. He is now a 
member of the Central Council of the 
N.P.B.A. and on the Council of the 


Royal Agricultural Society of England. 


A first-rate judge 


Success of this kind is not easily achieved. 
It demands an unerring eye for the right kind 
of breeding stock, persistence, courage and a 
shrewd business sense. Mr. Charles Flack 
has all these qualities in good measure. His 
judgment of pigs had its supreme test in the 
early days when he chose his foundation sow, 
Walton Catalina 47th, to which most of the 
present herd can be traced. Later, after a 
long search he acquired a famous boar, 
Histon Royal Turk 4th. Royal Turk was the 
second boar he purchased, the first being 
Risby Berry King, bought from a neighbour 
in 1944. On these three animals the whole 
Thingoe Herd was based. The outstanding 
success of this herd is testimony enough to 
the soundness of Mr. Flack’s choice. 


Three farms 


Mr. Flack farms about 800 acres, spread 
over three farms. The largest of these (500 
acres) is Home Farm, Culford, Bury St. 
Edmunds. Home Farm was originally part of 
the estate owned by a former Earl of Cadogan, 
and the one-time stables and barns are 
soundly built of brick, flint and wood (no 
expense was spared by the origsinal owners). 
Today much of the work is mechanised— 
there are ten tractors for a start—but at one 
time most of the corn was ground by a water 
mill which still exists. The water wheel was 
operated by a tributary of the River Lark 
which runs through the Flack property. 


This sow, Thingoe East Lass 50th, reared 44 pigs 
in 4 consecutive litters. 


Incidentally the farm has an unusual tiled 
dairy—the only other one of its kind is at 
Sandringham—containing a full range of 
butter-making equipment. “It’s not used 
now,” explained Mr. Flack, “‘because it’s 
hardly an economic proposition to make 
butter on our farm.”

XCEPT that official somersaulting is now a commonplace, farmers might 
have been mildly amused to read that science (this time the Grass Utilisa- 
tion Committee) has found that on comparable crops, swedes have double 
the starch equivalent of cereals; with protein equal to oats, hay and the best of 
gtass silage. Like many other practical farmers, Messrs. Gordon and James 


Curle, of East Mains and West Mains, 
at Norham-on-Tweed, have known the 
value of roots for a long time. After 
all, a turnip is always a turnip, but 
silage may turn out to be muck. 

Being traditional root feeders they have 
had all the answers they required from 
their stock. Each year some 150 Irish 
blue-grey and black cows are bulled. Cows 
are run in lots of 30, each lot headed by 
a Hereford bull either polled or horned. 
This method of mating has reduced the 
calving period so that 80 per cent of the

cows now calve within seven or eight 
weeks, during December and January. A 
small pedigree herd of Herefords is kept, 
too, with the prefix of Norham for the 
polls and Marmion for the horned herd. 

For some time prior to calving, depend- 
ing upon the condition of the grass, roots 
in quantity are introduced into the diet. 
The cows are fed whole swedes to appetite 
with a ration of oat straw. 


Five Weeks Out 

Somewhat surprisingly, calving takes 
place out of doors and there cows and 
calves remain until the calves are five 
weeks old. Upon coming into the yards 
the ration is changed but still with roots 
as the mainstay. Then chopped swedes 
to appetite are fed, with oat straw, hay 
and a magnesium-fortified cereal ration. 

Cows and calves are turned out to grass 
in April. By then the swedes are finished, 
but so much are roots valued at East and 
West Mains that mangolds take their 
place, to which is added hay and magne- 
sium-fortified cereals. Mr. Curle is never 
anxious to discontinue the roots until 
there is an abundance of grass. But even 
after the roots are finished the fortified 
cereals are continued until early May. 

This gives only an outline of the 
methods adopted at Norham. Several 
points covered deserve amplification. For 
instance, calving out of doors during 
December and January in the Border 
country. Since this practice was tried, 
calf scour has disappeared. 

Again, when: calving during December 
and January, with subsequent yard feed- 
ing for the remainder of the winter, the

milk yields are controlled to suit the ‘ 


calves’ needs simply by adjusting the 
ration. Then with the spring grass and 
the flush of milk which it brings, the calf 
is old enough to utilize all the milk that 
the cow can produce. 

In this way the cows’ milk yield pro- 
gressively increases from calving onwards 
to a natural peak. Also, by the time the 
grass is at its best, the calf is old enough 
to use it to the fullest advantage. 


Milk Juggling 

As a contrast, when Messrs. Curle 
calved their cows in Mar the calves 
could not take their dams’ full yield until 
they were several weeks old. Conse- 
quently the yield was being depressed just 
when the spring grass was coming; and 
as the cows were outside, it was impos- 
sible to control the yield. 

This period of milk yield depression 
continued long enough to prevent its re- 
covery. 

The use of nothing but Hereford bulls 
may occasion some surprise. Both Mr. 
Gordon and James Curle are now satis- 
fied that this cross produces bigger calves 
than Angus cross sucklers. 

Equally important, they say that while 
the steer calves are much bigger from a 
Hereford bull, the heifer calves are bigger 
beyond belief. 

Their land is ideally suited for root 
growing. Mangolds from a measured area 
have shown a yield of up to 60 tons to 
the acre with swedes well over half of 
this tonnage. 

The calves show the quality of their 
management and feeding every year at 
the suckler sales. As an example, last 
year they topped the sales at Reston for 


the large lots. Sixty steer calves averaged 
£63 while the average for 94 calves of 
both sexes was £59 10s. 

The 570 ewes commence root feeding 
in January with one hour per day eating- 
on, which progresses to several hours 
per day by lambing time. Thereafter 
mangolds are substituted for swedes and 
continue right into the flush of grass. 

Naturally, hay and cake are included in 
the daily ration. This heavy root feeding 
gives splendid results without any disad- 
vantages, with Norham, being as it is, on 
the drier side of the country. Altogether 
about a thousand fat lambs and fat hogs 
are sold annually. 

So much for the output. But what 
about health, especially staggers? Cows 
live and breed until 15 years old, while 
the ewes have several crops. During the 
recent year, when staggers was at such a 
high pitch in Northumberland’s suckler 
herds that the knacker cart was as busy 
as the yet, only two cows died on Norham 
Mains farms. 

Apart from these, none has been lost. 
Fertility is equally impressive. This 
year, for example, only one cow out of 
the herd of 150 was barren. Messrs. 
Curle attribute these results both in per- 
formance and health to their root feeding. 


Among the Irish blue-greys at East and West Mains there is the occasional silver-grey. This 

cow and her Hereford cross calf are a good advertisement for Messrs. Curle’s feeding prac- 

tices. The calves receive a creep ration in the spring which is resumed in August to prevent 
any set-back after they are sold to the feeders.

Why should one- to two-year-old cattle 


contract ringworm in a clean pasture 

into which they were turned during 

May?—f. B. 
Ringworm is caused by a spore-forming 
fungus, and it is spread by the spores 
falling on the skin, where they begin to 
grow and attack the hairs. The spores 
are very resistant and may remain alive 
on trees, fence posts, etc., and any other 
“rubbing” places, and the same applies 
to rubbing places in buildings and yards. 
As treatment, the affected parts and a 
wide area around them should be painted 
or sprayed with a 2 per cent solution of 
formalin, three times a week to effect. If 
the parts are covered thickly with scabs 
and crusts, they should be cleaned up with 
hot water, soap and soda, and a piece of 
coarse sacking, after the second applica- 
tion of the formalin solution. All rub- 
bing places should be scraped and 
scrubbed quite clean with a near-boiling 
solution of washing soda in water, and 
then sprayed with a 10 per cent solution 
of copper sulphate in. water.—Vet, 


STOP TO START 
I am having trouble in drying off a cow 


due to calve in 4 weeks. Please advise 
on this and on whether it is advisable to 
milk her if she starts bagging up ahead 


of time.—W. B. (Notts). 
Put the cow on every other day (once 
milking) immediately. If possible box her 


and feed her just hay or if available part 
straw, part hay. I have frequently dried 
off cows giving 8lb a day within a week. 
Then turn out and start giving her 
balanced dairy cubes at 2Ib a day increas- 
ing these after three days to 4Ib then 
after three more days to 6lb. If she is still 
some days off calving then, raise the cubes 
by llb a day to within 24 hours of calving 
when they should be cut down markedly. 
Also feed limited concentrates during the

48 hours after calving. During the whole 
of this pre-calving period check the udder 
twice daily to ensure there is no mastitis. 
Avoid pre-milking if possible although 
the cow will still produce a “ colostrum- 
like” material at calving even if a bit of 
this is done.—R. 


SERVE THEM RIGHT 


How many services per week can a grown 

boar give satisfactorilyy—A. H. (Essex). 
A boar under eight months old should 
only be used by experienced breeders. 
From cight to ten months the number 
should preferably not be more than one 
a week, and one a month might be safer. 
Even at ten months when the young boar 
becomes capable of more work some care 
should be taken. But there is reason to 
believe that if he is managed well a young 
boar of from ten to twelve months can be 
given a considerable amount of work. One 
service a day for periods of a month or 
so is not too much for a year-old boar. 
Two services a day can be quite effective 
if not overdone, but in this case the widest 
possible interval should be maintained. 
Where the service period comes every six 
or every three months the service rate 
might be about one a day. Where sows 
are farrowing, and therefore being served, 
all the year round, the rate might be one 
to two a week. These figures relate to 
number of services and not to number of 
sows, some of which may be served twice 
at one period.—H. R. D

It is impossible to assess the feeding value 
of this material accurately without seeing 
it and, better still, knowing its analysis. 
However, this has been a particularly good 
season, and the fescue is probably of 
reasonable quality, although it obviously 
is not so good as fair hay. You can allow 
up to 14lb per head per day to mature 
cattle and 10lb to young stock, and assume 
it is worth half as much as good hay in 
feed value.—R. K. 
THROUGH THE SUMMER 
I should be glad of a ration for Ferseys 
to cover April to September.—M. L. 
(Warwicks). 
For early summer: 2 parts by weight 
crushed oats, 2 flaked maize, 2 bran, 2 
crushed barley, 1 decorticated ground nut 
cake, 1 palm kernel cake, 3 per cent pro- 
prietary minerals. Feed 44lb per gallon 
for milk over 3-4 gallons per cow per day, 
depending on grass quality.

per acre. Sown preferably before the end 

of August using 2lb rape or 10Ib Italian 
ryegrass as a nurse crop. Be sure the 
lime, phosphate and potash status of the 
soil is adequate. Get the N.A.A.S. or 
your fertilizer merchant to advise you on 

this point.—H. I. M. 

ACID TEST 

Kale 6in to 9in high is being smothered 
by fathen. Is there a spray which I can 
use?-—G. M. (Devon). 

About your only hope is sulphuric acid 

applied at the rate of 100 gallons per acre 

of either 10 per cent acid or 12 per cent 

B.O The chemical is expensive, is 

generally applied by a contractor with 

special equipment and will produce some 
scorch. In certain districts contractors are 
not equipped for acid spraying. If this is 
the case, pull the fathen by hand. If 
labour is not available for this it might 
be possible to top the fathen without cut- 
ting the kale and apply a top dressing of 
2-3cwt or equivalent of sulphate of 
ammonia preferably in the form of granu- 
lar nitrogenous fertilizer to avoid scorch. 

This top dressing would cri be applied 

after acid spraying.—R. J. F

should take care of the nutritional needs 
of the soil. The chief danger in planting 
strawberries on land a second time is from 
soil-borne diseases such as verticillium 
wilt, which attacks the roots and causes 
the plant to collapse when dry conditions 
ensue. Though Cambridge Vigour is 
among the varieties more susceptible to 
this disease I would scarcely fear its caus- 
ing much loss unless it has already been 
in evidence. The several virus diseases 
to which the strawberry is subject are 
more likely to be troublesome. It is just 
as dangerous from the verticillium angle 
to follow potatoes with strawberries, as the 
potato is also liable to contract the 
disease. —W. K

SAD SEQUEL 
Ten days ago I caponized a bunch of 12- 
week-old cockerels and shortly after- 
wards debeaked because of pecking. A 
number now have sour crop. Please 
advise.—f. T. (Glos). 
Although there is a possibility that the 
cause of the crop condition is nutritional 
you give no feeding details), it is more 
likely to be due to a paralysis of the crop 
nerves (associated with fowl paralysis). 
This latent condition could have been 
triggered off by the caponizing and de- 
beaking treatments. Apart from squeez- 
ing out the crop contents of affected birds, 
giving them two magnesia tablets each 
and then feeding on pellets or wet mash, 
there is little you can do. If there is a 
serious paralysis of the crop nerves, the 
sour crop condition will not clear up and 
the affected birds should be killed off for 
table purposes as soon as you possibly 
can.—H. R. 
NEW TO TURKEYS 
When should I change my six-week-old 
turkeys to rearers’ mash and what grit 
do they need? Can wheat be fed to 
them?—E. S. (Yorks). 
I assume that you will be rearing the 
turkeys intensively either in a wire net- 
ting-fronted shed or an intensive house. 
Airy, intensive conditions are usually the 
most satisfactory. Keep the poults on the 
starter diet until 10 weeks of age, then 
change gradually to rearers’ food, ad lib. 
A small daily feed of wheat can be intro- 
duced at 7-8 weeks of age and this 
increased until the well-grown birds are 
getting 1-l}oz each daily. Change to 
table poultry fattening pellets or mash 
with a daily feed of soaked barley for the 
last month before killing.

About this time 
the infective larva of the husk or 
lung worms, picked up in _ the 
spring and summer, have reached 
the bronchial tubes, become adult 
and set up the trouble variously 
known as husk, verminous bronch- 
itis, parasitic bronchitis, or lung- 
worm disease. 

The signs of this are coughing, 
respiratory distress and wasting. 
All these may be aggravated when 
the subject is suffering from the 
effects of intestinal worm infesta-

tion, which, of course, should have 
been dealt with. 

There are quite a number of 
treatments both for the prevention 
and cure of husk, but the choice 
depends upon the layout of the 
premises, means of isolation, and 
such like matters. 

Whichever is selected, remember 
that the whole herd, calves and 
adults alike, must be included in it. 
Veterinary advice should be sought 
at once when there is even the sus- 
picion of husk, as there are other 
causes for coughing and wasting.

What grant ad might I 
modernizing a house?—C. 
There are two forms of grant aid. The 
first is discretionary grant which may 
be made by local authorities for approved 
works of improvement up to half the 
cost of the work, to a maximum grant of 
£400. The second is a non-discretionary 
£155 grant towards the putting in of 
certain amenities—bathroom, wash basin, 
hot water supply, water closet, larder. If 
any of these facilities is already in the 
house, end is of an adequate standard, 
then a proportionate deduction is made 
from the £155. In either case the local 
authority is the body to which to apply, 
and a preliminary chat to find out “the 
form” is well worth while.—P. J. B 


CONTRACT MILKING 


What are the snags involved in ci 

milking?—K. E. (Essex). 
A number of farmers employ cairymen 
on a contract basis, and the rate is gener- 
ally 6d-7d per gallon or 7d-8d per 
gallon with a Channel Island herd 
receiving a premium. Whether dairymen 
accept these terms is almost entirely 
dependent on the size of herd, and annual 
milk sales. Thus, if annual sales were 
20,000 gallons per man, the amount at 
6d per gallon would be £500, which is not 
attractive, but with sales of 30,000 gallons 
or more, the proposition becomes much 
better. I have known of 50,000 gallons 
being achieved.—R. K.

M ANY new deep litter houses being put up nowadays have no windows, 


unnecessary way of running up the electricity bill. 


Yet more and more 


people are doing away with windows and replacing them with light-proof 


ventilation tubes or eaves ventilation. 

From the point of view of simplicity, 
windows win. Eggs can be produced in 
a deep litter house with no artificial light 
at all, no electricity bill, and precious little 
bother. But—here’s the rub—with pre- 
cious little profit either. 

Nearly ail producers have found out by 
now that more profit can be made from 
layers by using artificial light to stimulate 
winter egg production. Here simplicity 
is clearly less profitable. But what is the 
point of burning up electricity to provide 
what the sun gives free? 

The answer is control. And control 
can be profitable. 

The intensity of light also plays a part, 
but the relationship between length and 
intensity of light has been little investi- 
gated as yet. But it can, I think, be said 
that an hour of daylight generally has 
more effect on a bird than an hour of 
electric light, depending on the size of the 
windows and the bulbs used. 

An extreme case of this which illus- 
trates the point are the experiments which 
have demonstrated that flashes of a few 
seconds duration from 1500 watt bulbs 
have the same effect on birds as an hour 
or more of light from 60 watt bulbs. 


Stimulus Reverse 

The modern hybrid does not need the 
stimulus of increasing light early in her 
laying career. Rather the reverse. But 
increasing light can be very useful in 
checking a decline in production later. 

The hybrid is bred for early maturity 
without this unwanted and extremely 
powerful stimulus. 
lay half grown, resulting in a lot of small 
eggs, and the strain results in higher 
mortality and prolapsus troubles. 

Later on, towards autumn and winter, 
the stimulus to laying provided by a con- 
trolled increase of light can be very valu- 
able when production is flagging, but it 
is hard to give in a house with windows 
because the birds have been already under 
17 hours of daylight. 

Owing to the rather lower 
electric light as against daylight, the 
“day” of combined natural and electric

light must be increased above 17 hours 
merely to keep the “light equivalent” 
steady. To give a positive stimulus which 
is then wanted it must be_ increased 
further. Too long a day is soon reached, 
and the situation becomes impossible. 

Only in a windowless house can proper 
control be achieved, by bringing the birds 
into lay at, say, a steady 12 hour day, 
keeping to that figure for some months, 
and then giving the stimulus of increas- 
ing light when it is required, 

The house with windows suits the 
March hatched layer rather better. The 
birds come into lay in August, when the

natural day is shortening—just what the 
high speed layer needs 

But the eggs from March hetched 
birds sell for at least 6s a bird less than 
those from October hatches. Take off 
6d for electricity, and the October 
hatched birds in windowless houses are 
over 5s a bird more profitable than 
those hatched in March laying in win- 
dowed houses. I should expect the pro- 
fitability of October hatches in 
windowed houses to be somewhere in 
between. 

We have had plenty of warnings that 
the profitability of commercial egg pro- 
duction is likely to drop within the next 
few years. But even if profitability 
does not drop, who can afford to ignore 
any factor which will increase profits? 
Light control is one such factor—and a 
powerful one. Very little control is 
possible in a house with windows.

More Than Pin 
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Eggs are Still a Useful Sideline for 
this Small Welsh Farm 
says David Lloyd 


GG production can still prove a profitable second or third enterprise on the 
small Welsh family farm despite the fact that scores of farmers have 


scrapped their laying flocks as uneconomic. 
brothers Mr. Frank Lloyd Jones and Mr. Robert Gwilym Jones who farm 72

upland acres at Cwm Cottage, Bethel, Llandderfel, Merioneth. 


Up until two years ago the stocking at 
Cwm Cottage was typical of farms in the 
area—a milking herd of nine, about twice 
as many store cattle and some 50 hens 
“about the house.” When plans for in- 
creasing the viability of the farm were 
considered the brothers took the rather 
unusual course of deciding in favour of 
expansion of the egg and store front rather 
than by increasing the milkers. 


“Increasing the size of the milking 
herd would have involved considerable 
expense on new buildings and other im- 
provements and we did not consider 
this justified as there would still have 
been a limit on expansion in this direc- 
tion,” explained Mr. Frank fones. 


So streamlining of the poultry enterprise 
commenced. A deep litter house capable 
of housing 200 birds was purchased and a 
guarter of this was converted into a feed 
store and egg room, 

Wire mesh flooring was placed over 
three-quarters of the remainder and des- 
pite the reduction in total floor space 
stockinz capacity has been increased to 
275 in the case of heavy birds and 300 for 
light. Cost of conversion was £22. 


Cost Per Dozen 


In the first year the house was stocked 
with 200 hybrids which cost 4s each as 
day-old chicks. Feed per bird up to point 
of lay—nearly 22 weeks—worked out at 
7s 10d. Careful costing has shown that 
the production of a dozen eggs at Cwm 
costs Is 3d with birds requiring a 44oz 
a day ration of intensive layers’ mash, 


“It is only since we started costing 
that we realized how uneconomic egg 
production was on the old traditional 
style. I am convinced that there is 
room for profitable egg production on 
the small Welsh family farm so long as 
management is good,” says Mr. Frank 
jones. 


Realizing the tremendous potential loss 


of revenue through poor troughing—a 
figure of 3s worth of food per bird has 
been guoted—Mr, Jones gave particular 
attention to preventing waste in the design 
of his home-made feed troughs. Those at 
Cwm are 8ft long, 6in deep and 7in wide 
at the top. Spinners made of 2in X 2in 
timber with hardboard flaps ensure com- 
fortable yet controlled feeding.

MRS: EVELYN MELLOR 
1,140th Portrevene of 
Ashburton, Devon 


Devon farmhouse has an atmosphere of unruffied 

calm and comfort. In fact, the casual caller might 
well take this to be the home of a woman of leisure, with 
an unobtrusive staff keeping it immaculate but still every 
inch a home. 

It is very clever to create an atmosphere such as this 
for, in actual fact, Mrs. Mellor’s life can only be described 
as perpetual activity and her total domestic help amounts 
to about six hours a week. She is cheerful, quick and 
immensely interested in every job she tackles—admits to 
being a tremendous hoarder, but keeps her precious 
“hoardings” tucked away at the top of the house. 

Her husband, Mr. N. Mellor, farms 90 acres at Summer- 
hill, Ashburton, Devon. He has a commercial dairy herd, 
mostly Friesians, and Devon Longwool and Exmoor sheep.

This year, in addition to all her other activities, she has 
taken on an unusual role—and has become the 1,140th 
Portrevene of Ashburton. 

The Portreve of Ashburton this year is a bachelor friend 
of the Mellors, Mr. Christopher Gamble, and the duties 
of the Portreve and Portrevene are very similar to those of a 
mayor and mayoress. The election of the Portreve, how- 
ever, has no connection with the local Council. 

The candidate is chosen by an independent Court Leet 
for his ability to look after much of the social work of the 
town.

Catering and cooking, whether for a group of children, 
old people or just for themselves, is no hardship to Mrs. 

After her childhood at Paignton in Devon and 
schooling at Bath High School, she took a domestic science 
course at the Battersea Polytechnic in London and has 
taken a great interest in food since then.

a new hat is the best tonic a woman 
can have. If the hat is exclusive, so 

much the better; and if you make it your- 

self you know it is unique. To make it, 

at least in part, from home-produced 

materials will still further increase your 

pride in it—and therefore its tonic-value. 
Entries in previous feather hat compe- 

tions have shown that amateurs can pro- 

duce professional-looking models. I am 

hoping that the following brief instruc- 

tions will encourage more readers to try 

their skill with the feathers from domestic 

poultry on their farms. 

Materials needed 

1. A shape. Buckram, or one of the new 
stiffened net shapes. 

2. Material cut on the cross in a strip to 
bind the wired edge of the shape, and 
a square for limng. Cheap taffeta is 
suitable. 

3. Tailor’s wadding to pad shape for 
softer effect. 

4. Rubber solution to attach the wadding 
and the feathers. 

5. Small knife to apply solution. 

Method 

Bind edge of shape with strip of 
taffeta about lin wide to cover the wire, 
using solution to fix it in place. 

Remove and reject most of the wadding 
from the tailor’s wadding, leaving only a 
thin layer on the “ skin.” Cover the shape 
“skin” side up, so that you have a 
smooth, firm surface. 

Preparing the Feathers 

It is desirable to wash the feathers be- 
fore using them. If they are to be dyed, 
washing is essential to remove the natural 
oil. 

To wash, put the feathers in a muslin 
bag and immerse it in a lather of good 
soap flakes in water not too hot to be 
comfortably borne. A few minutes are 
sufficient for most feathers—fowls, tur- 
keys, etc.—but goose and duck feathers 
are more greasy and will need longer, 10- 
15 minutes. 

Rinse in two changes of cold water, 

and spread out to dry. 

When the feathers are dry, cut off the 
thick end with the fluff using scissors or 
a smal!, sharp knife—bending the feather

backwards over the knife edge. (See Fig. 
1.) 

The feathers will look bedraggled at 
this stage from washing and handling. 
Put them in a sieve or collander, and hold 
it over the jet of steam from the spout of 
a boiling kettle, shaking it gently so as to 
expose all the feathers to the steam. 

You will see the feathers straightening 
and neatening themselves in the steam. 
This steaming process is most essential if 
a neat, natural-looking hat is to be 
produced. 

If you intend to dye your feathers, this 
should be done before the steaming pro- 
cess—either when the feathers are still 
wet from being washed, or after they have 
dried, according to the type of dye 
chosen. 

Covering the Underbrim 

Start underneath the brim at the centre 

back working clockwise. Apew solution 


with the knife to the hat shape in a strip 
about lin wide, and place the first row of 
feathers across the width of the under- 
brim side by side, overlapping slightly, 
and covering bind and edge of hat. (Fig. 
2.) Press firmly. 

Now put a layer of solution on the 
feathers at their base and extending 1 to 
2in beyond on the shape to take the 
second row of feathers. Cover two-thirds 
of the feathers in the first row. 

Continue in this way round the brim, 
finishing by lifting the first row and tuck- 
ing the last row underneath. With a 
smear of solution on the knife, wipe 
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WED Coe tite sibaik 


round inner brim edge and press under- 
neath the fringes of feathers extending 
over the edge. 

This should give a neat finished edge, 
and the bind should completely 
covered. It is therefore unnecessary to 
sew in a petersham headband. 

Covering Top of Brim 

Work as for underbrim, starting at 
centre back, but work in an anti-clockwise 
direction (Fig. 3) to match the feathers 
underneath. Finish as before. 

Covering the Crown 

Stick the first feather dead centre and 
work anti-clockwise, sticking one feather 
at a time in a spiral curving out from the 
centre. Continue, overlapping each 
feather two-thirds of its length, until you 
have completely covered the crown and 
meet the brim. Neaten the join with a 
last row of feathers. 

Alternatively, the whole hat can also be 
effectively worked with feathers placed 
in pe ap rows at right-angles to the 
edge of the brim. It is essential that the 


lines are straight and that the feathers are 


so placed that their fringes come at the 
brim edge. 
Lining the Hat 

Cut a square of taffeta and shape it over 
a basin or your knee by pulling down at 
the corners. Cut off the corners to make 
a circle and tuck the edges inside under- 
neath the brim. Attach the lining to the 
hat with solution. 

Lightly steam the finished hat, and use 
a soft brush to obtain an even, unruffled 


appearance, 


Trimming 

These may be feather mounts, a veil or 
a jewelled clip. Variety of colouring is 
often in itself sufficient trimming.

advises on ... rickets 


ICKETS is due to vitamin D defi- 

ciency, and there is little excuse for 
a child getting it these days. When it 
happens, the usual story is, “I had to stop 
his cod-liver oil, he just spits it out.” 

There are plenty of alternatives: halibut 
oil, Adexolin, glucose D, etc. Most of the 
cases of mild rickets I see are in babies— 
older children get a more mixed diet and 
usually are less wrapped up and so get 
more sunshine. 

Usually the victim is a pale, rather fat 
child and tends to sweat easily. The head 
looks large, with a bulging forehead. The 
bulging is not due to brains but to softness 
of the skull. 

Soft bones distort the ribs, with a 
tendency to pigeon chest, and with little 
bumps in a row where the ribs join the 
breast bone. The baby is slow at sitting 
up, teething is delayed and the wrists are 
rather large. 

+. - * 

Really severe rickets distorts all the 
bones, giving bow legs and a misshapen 
pelvis, but this is extremely rare’ to-day. 

If there is doubt, an X-ray of the wrists 
will. show any distortion due to delay in 
bone formation. 

A daily intake of 400 units of vitamin D 
will prevent rickets. It takes a dose of 
2,000 to 4,000 units a day to cure it. 
Rickety children should be kept off their 
legs until the bones harden, or bow legs 
will develop. 

Rickets can be a complication of coeliac 
disease or of kidney disease, and very 
rarely there is a resistance to the vitamin 
so that huge doses have to be given. Every 
vitamin preparation is labelled with the 
number of units it contains, so it is easy 
to tell if the child is getting the right

SATISFY 


substantial meals for even 
the heartiest appetites 


are to count as a real meal with 

hungry men. A lettuce leaf, a 
tomato and a piece of cheese may be 
enough for us on our own but something 
more solid is required when the men are 
at home. 

Potato salad, for instance, makes a meal 
if you mix in with the potatoes some diced 
boiled bacon or cheese—I like blue 
cheeses best for this—or chopped hard- 
boiled egg, any of these or all together. 

But whatever you decide to add to it 
the basic rule for making a good potato 
salad remains the same—dress the potatoes 
while they are still hot.

S ALADS need to be substantial if they 


I cook them in their jackets, peel and 
slice them and dress them at once with a 
good oil and vinegar dressing, stirring it 
in gently with a fork. Then leave the 
salad to stand for at least an hour before 
mixing in the “bits and pieces” and re- 
dressing if necessary. 

Even if you intend to finish up by toss- 
ing your potato salad in mayonnaise it will 
be much nicer if you give it this pre- 
liminary steeping in French dressing, and 
you can drain off any surplus. 

I like a little crushed garlic in the 
dressing, and, for the oniony taste which 
I think should never be altogether absent 
from a potato salad, I like to sprinkle it 
with chopped chives. 

Crisply fried bacon crumbled over the

Chopped salted herring fillets, roll mops 
or even kipper fillets or buckling can be 
substituted for the meat and make an 
excellent dish. 

Rice is always delicious in salads. Here 
is a recipe with an Eastern flavour:

OK rice until just tender in plenty 

of boiling, salted water and drain very 
thoroughly. While still warm season with 
salt and spices and dress with the French 
dressing so that the rice is moist but not 
mushy. 

Toss until each grain is well coated and 
mix in the finely chopped pepper, the 
chopped tomato, nuts, raisins and cur- 
rants. Lastly, stir in the chicken cut into 
small bite-size pieces. Cover and leave in 
a cold place till ready to serve. 

It is a good idea to leave the raisins and 
currants to soak in warm water for a few 
minutes before adding to the salad so that 
they are soft and juicy. Instead of chicken 
you could make it a fish salad and use 
fresh or frozen prawns or tinned or fresh 
crabmeat.

Mix in the ham, peas, cucumber and 
tomatoes. Other vegetables can be added 
to your taste—cooked green beans, for 
instance, carrots or frozen sweetcorn—and 
olives provide a really exotic touch, the 
black ones in particular give a lovely 
colour contrast. 

Lastly, stir in the chopped egg whites 
and pile the salad into the salad bowl 
lined with crisp lettuce leaves. Hold a 
sieve over the bowl and press the egg yolk 
through it to give it a golden dusting of 
“mimosa balls.” 

Use a boiled salad cream or mayonnaise 
instead of the French dressing if you 
prefer.

Then make the dressing: mix all the 
dry ingredients to a smooth cream with 
the vinegar and cook, stirring, over boiling 
water till the mixture thickens. Cool a 
little, stir in the butter, the beaten egg 
yolk and the cream and beat well. Dress 
the salad with this and let it stand for at 
least half an hour if you can. Mix in the 
beetroot and apple just before serving.

the right light 

in the right place 
makes all 

the difference 


OST of us, alas, have no plan 

for lighting—it just happens. 

This: is why it is so often the 
weak point in an otherwise good decora- 
tive scheme. 

Recently I went to a very interesting 
exhibition staged by the British Lighting 
Council. Room settings showed the 
variety of ways in which lighting can alter 
the character of a room, giving it sparkle 
or repose, bringing out good points while 
playing down weaker features. 

The number of fitments in each room 
was certainly on the generous side. They 
did, however, give one ideas that might 
be used if, say, a room were being altered 
or redecorated—or, best of all, if elec- 
tricity were just being installed. 

Moreover, it was stressed that for most 
of the time all the lights would not be on 
at once, From the settings one saw, too, 
how necessary it is to have both general 
and concentrated lighting in every room, 
although the proportion of one to the 
other will depend upon the room's 


purpose.

Information on the “ performance” of 
various types and sizes of fittings and 
light bulbs struck me as helpful. For 
example, a centre pendant burning 200 
watts will illumine a quite small circle or 
an appreciably larger one according to 
its design, 

The popular “rocket burst” type of 
fitting with a number of small, unshaded 
white lamps spreads the light less effec- 
tively than a multi-lamp chandelier with 
shaded lamps of conventional shape, It 
is considerably less effective than either 
a large open white-inside shade of plastic 
or card, or a suspended glass or plastic 

“open saucer.” 

With wall fixtures and standard lamps 
the question of whether concentrated or 


general light is most wanted must be 
taken into account. 

A triple-light “tulip” wall fixture with 
bare white lamps burning 120 watts gives 
only half as much general light as an arm 
with ordinary open-topped white shade 
and no “reading” light at all. In turn 
the open-topped shade gives less than 
half the reading light of a closed-top 
cone-shade, but more general light. « 

Incidentally, the intensity of light 
needed to do close work without strain 
increases a good deal with age. If you are 
over middle-age the ideal fitment is a 
large pendant, adjusted to some 3ft above 
the book or work surface, fitted below 
with a clear plastic refracting lens, and 
used with a 200 watt pearl bulb.

A somewhat similar-looking adjustable 
pendant (but not brought down so low) 
with an opal satin-etched centre glass, in- 
stead of the refracting centre lens, is excel- 
lent as a centre fitting in a sitting or 
dining room. When used with the correct 
kind of bulb it will provide general 
lighting over a fairly big area, plus con- 
centrated, working light immediately be- 
neath. 

The recommended kind of bulb in this 
case is one which has a white coating over 
the neck and sides for general diffusion 
but a pearl “window” at the base for 
high illumination immediately beneath. 
An example is the Argenta Superlux lamp 
(or bulb). This kind of lamp costs more 
than an all-over white-coated or pearl type, 
os in these circumstances does a better 
job. 

For a bowl fitment where the bulb 
points upwards the reverse is required. 
With a bowl-mirrored lamp, the correct 
kind, the white coating for diffusion is 
at the lamp’s base, while the rest is pearl 
to allow more direct light.

A completely new kind of bulb, just 
coming on to the market, is much larger 
than standard types and is designed to 
be used without a shade. Made with 60 
watt loading only in two shapes, 8! and 
94in from top to bottom, a single “ Fan- 
tasie” lamp would give enough light for 
a small bathroom or even a small kitchen- 
ette. At least 100 watt would be needed 
with a shade or bowl fitting. 

Several of these lamps can be used 
together, for they can be arranged to 
point in any direction, and would make a 
pleasing yet simple and _ inexpensive 
arrangement for a sitting-room. The 
light given is pleasantly diffused and the 
general appearance attractive. Cost of 
these “ Fantasie” shadeless lamps will be 
about 12s 8d each. 

All the above-mentioned lamps are of 
the familiar filament type, but most 
modern lighting schemes, and certainly all 
those at the Exhibition, include a num- 
ber of fluorescent fittings. These have 
two main advantages. 

First, the amount of light given in pro- 
portion to the current consumed is much 
greater than with filament lamps, and 
napa the light is practically shadow- 
less. 

Drawbacks are that most fluorescent 
fittings, with their separate control gear, 
need fitting by a qualified electrician, Be- 
sides that, the quality of light is un- 
familiar, and if ill-chosen, unpleasing. 

Fitting of some types which have their 


own ballast lamp is, however, quite 
simple, while out of the 10 different 
colours of tube available one is pretty well 
bound to be right. “De luxe warm 
white,” it is suggested, is probably the 
most generally acceptable, but it is 
advisable to try the effect of several 
colours before deciding.

Where to get helpful advice about 
lighting fixtures of all kinds, and to see 
a reasonable selection, is somewhat of a 
problem outside London. If you lack a 
well-stocked and knowledgeable electrical 
shop in your vicinity, it would be worth 
while to spend 1s 6d on the British Light- 
ing Council’s new booklet “ Lighting 
your Home.” 

This will give you some ideas. You 
could then enquire at the regional office 
of the Council nearest you (Bristol, Birm- 
ingham, Manchester, Newcastle and 
Glasgow) or the London headquarters 
(16-18 Lancaster Place, London, W.C.2) 
for the maker of the type of fixtures you 
have in mind, and a likely stockist. Elec- 
tricity Board showrooms and good eiec- 
trical contractors should have copies of 
the booklet and be able to help.

What to Wear 


B’ far the most important articles of riding wear are for 





the head and the feet. Apart from the look of the thing, 
a hat or cap of any kind is a protection for the head, 
which is the most vulnerable part of the body for a rider. Con- 
cussion is the most frequent injury caused by falls, and it can 
be serious. 
The best head for young riders is the riding cap, but 
it should be reinforced and it should have a chin-strap. There 
is also available for informal occasions a riding hat which looks 
like an ordinary soft hat but is reinforced inside. 
Don’t neglect your footwear. For riding, boots should have 
narrow welts, full-length soles and slightly higher heels than 
normal. 


Apart from that, it does not matter what sort of shoes or 
boots you wear, but the special jodhpur boot is the most suitable, 
giving protection to the instep. The object of all this is to ensure 
that, when the worst comes to the worst and a fall is inevitable, 
the feet will not get stuck in the stirrup irons, which themselves 
should be wide and heavy. 

Your other clothes should match the occasion. For school- 
ing ponies or mucking about in the stable or fields jeans and 
shirt are admirable. 

If you are going to ride in public—at a show or in a park— 
then be as much a to your mount as you can. Jodhpurs, 
riding coat, collar and tie and, of course, a hat make a neat and 
workmanlike turnout—and a pleasant sight. 

Jodhpurs should fit tight from just above the knees to the 
ankles, and should be just long enough to fall into a wrinkle at 


For riding in the fields jeans and shirt or sweater are admirable.

the bottom; elastic underneath the instep will keep them nicely 
in position. Zip-fasteners will make them fit nicely and be easy 
to put on and take off. 

The smartest material is cavalry twill, but Bedford cord is 
good and durable. Always get the best you can afford, it is 
cheaper in the long run. G. H.
